Mr. Clarry stated to the that 
he wished it to appear on record that 
it Was not the opimion of his depurt- 
ment that Dr. Hughes had made any 
attempt to secret or hide himself, nor 
to escape or avoid arrest. Contrary 
to reports which had been published 
in local papers, as well as in Toronnto, 
Dr ‘ilughes had not left nor made any 
attempt to defaulrc his bail, The mo- 
tion came before the court on Satur- 
day last, when it was enlarged until 
today, when the accused and his sure- 
tiles were prosent. 


There is every reason to ri 
that under the authority of the joint 
resolution of March 14, 1912, Presi- 
dent Wilson will continue to exercise 
discretionary powers in issuing a per- 
mit for the exportation, so that they 
may not fell into the hands of irres- 
ponsible persons, So far as possible, 
only the military chiefs on both sides 
in the Mexican revolt will obtain the 
munitions of war, though exactly how 
that will be 
worked out. 

The President's decision was reach- 
ed after many months of study of the 
arms’ problem and while in the first 
instance the belief of the administra- 
tion was that the denial of arms was 
a humane act, the conviction has 
grown upon the Washington govern- 
ment that its policy has operated un- 
equally toward the waring factions.
